AGAWAM -— For Dave Gauthier, it was 
just a few inches between life and death. 

Never in the Gauthier family’s wildest 
dreams did they think they would be hiding 
from a tornado about to rip right through 
their house and neighborhood. But the real- 
ity hit last Wednesday in the late afternoon 
hours when a twister struck several Western 
Massachusetts communities. 

Dave Gauthier was attempting to get to 
safety. He arrived at his Provin Mountain 
Road home and waited as the garage door

opener made its way up. During those few 
precious seconds, a large tree fell down and 
smashed his sport utility vehicle. 

“Fortunately, it hit more toward the back 
seat,” said his wife, Jennafer Gauthier. “He 
was able to drive the vehicle inside once the 
door had opened.” 

He then joined his wife and children in 
the relative safety of the basement as the 
rain, thunderstorms, and tornadoes ripped 
through the area. 

“Tt was really weird to see a tornado come 
through,” said Adam Gauthier, 11. Adam did 
not see much of the storm as he was rushed 
to the basement by his mother. Fortunately, 


there was no major structural damage to the 
Gauthier home, just several downed trees 
and a long power outage. 

Jennafer Gauthier is thankful that there 
was no further damage. 

“After going through this, you realize just 
how lucky are,” she said. 

Across the street, her neighbor was not so 
lucky. 

Bob Bourgeois suffered a lot of damage to 
his property, including the felling of a nearly 
70-foot high tree in his backyard. The tree 
destroyed fencing, moved a shed, wrecked 
a fence, and turned up several feet of earth 
because of its deep roots. 


Bourgeois was home when the tornado 
hit. 

“Tt got really dark,’ he said. “The wind 
started and I told my wife to get my grand- 
daughter to safety. I saw the tree come down 
out of the corner of my eye. The wind gusts 
were incredible.” 

Like many families dealing with the fall- 
out of the tornadoes, they say insurance 
companies are not being helpful. Bourgeois 
estimates it will cost approximately $15,000 
for the tree removal and other related dam- 
ages to his home, way above what his insur- 
ance will cover.

Hams hasten to help

hen Western Massachusetts 
was pummeled by tornadoes on 
Wednesday, June 1, area amateur 


radio operators volunteered their time and 
radios to the American Red Cross and Na- 
tional Weather Service. 

According to Amateur Radio Relay 
League (ARRL) Eastern Massachusetts Sec- 
tion Emergency Coordinator Rob Macedo, 
whose call sign is KDICY, six ham opera- 
tors from the Western Massachusetts Ama- 
teur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) 
group mobilized to support the American 
Red Cross in staffing shel- 
ters in Springfield, Monson 
and Brimfield, as well as the 
American Red Cross office in

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in Hampden and Hampshire counties, said 
ARES responds to disasters big or small to 
provide for whatever communications needs 
are necessary. 

“Usually, during the first couple days or 
so, cellular phones fail and there is limited 
standard phone use,” Doyle said. “Amateur 
radio operators go in and set up communi- 
cations in the interim until the local or state 
folks can get communication back up. Basi- 
cally, that’s what we did.” 

Monson resident and amateur radio opera- 
tor Jeremy Bedson, KBIEJW, a dispatcher 
for Monson Police and member of Monson 
Fire, gave a brief damage report that was re- 
layed through ham radio as soon as the storm 
passed. 

“That’s the only role I did with amateur 
radio,” he said. “I essentially took over for 
the police department because they didn’t 
have any radio communications. I was able 
to work the radio from my house.” 

That lasted for about 45 minutes, he said. 

In the immediate aftermath of the storm, 
ham operators ventured into some of the 
worst hit areas — in downtown Springfield, 
Monson and Brimfield — to assist the Ameri- 
can Red Cross with opening up a shelter. 

“Half the work they did was just in get-

Council conducts 
candlelight meeting 


Car crash causes power 
outage on Main Street

AGAWAM - The lights went out on the 
Agawam City Council Monday night, but 
it was not because of a tornado. 

A car accident in front of Roberta G. 
Doering School caused a power outage 
after a motorist hit a utility pole approxi- 
mately 15 minutes before the start of the 
meeting. Business was still conducted by 
candlelight, or emergency light to be ex- 
act. 

“This just goes to show you that town 
government will always operate despite 
any situation,’ said council president 
Donald Rheault, who made the decision 
to conduct his meeting under the small 
amount of emergency lights in the audi- 
torium. 

Council meetings are typically taped 


and shown live on local public access 
television, but in lieu of a video record- 
ing, the minutes were recorded by hand. 
The meeting was conducted in order to 
keep the June 20 meeting from being too 
cumbersome with the upcoming budget 
hearing. 

“We have a very large agenda for the 
next meeting and the budget hearing 
could take us a long time,” Rheault said. 
“Tt was a good idea to hold the meeting 
and get through the business that was on 
the agenda.” 

The council passed an ordinance at the 
meeting to ban off-street parking for non- 
residents on several side streets near Six 
Flags. 

Surprisingly, the issue, which has been 
a widely discussed safety topic, was not 
met with any opposition. Councilor James 
Cichetti, the chair of the Public Safety 
Committee, said the ordinance will give 
the area a temporary solution to curb park- 
ing of Six Flags patrons on side streets to

The Friends of Robinson State Park 
took a few amateur pictures of the dam- 
age that occurred in Robinson State Park 
after last week’s devastating storm. 

According to Claudia Hurley, a spokes- 
person for the Friends of Robinson State 
Park, it appears that the tornado touched 
down in a white pine stand adjacent to 
the road that leads to the pavilion. Many 
white pines were “topped” and then those 
tops were “thrown” around the area, in 
many cases landing on the Western Mass 
Electric lines that pass through the park. 
The electric company spent June 2-4 re- 
placing poles and repairing wires, which 
were downed. 

A Department of Conservation and 
Recreation crew was expected to fin- 
ish more of the cleanup in that area this 
week. The park is expected to be safe for 
visitors soon; it is closed to the public 


Communities ripped 


apart, come together

REGION - The surreal images of the tor- 
nado aftermath people have been seeing for 
the last week, including trees down, power 
lines strewn haphazardly across roadways, 
houses and structures destroyed, are scenes 
typically viewed on television, not in West- 
ern Massachusetts. 

Even the most brutal New England winter 
did not bring with it the destruction or the 
devastation that has been seen in towns rang- 
ing from Westfield to Brimfield on June 1. 

A tornado was reported in Westfield just 
before 4:30 p.m. on Wednesday, according 
to a spokesperson from the National Weath- 
er Service. It moved through Westfield, Aga- 
wam, West Springfield, Springfield, Chi- 
copee, Wilbraham, Monson and Brimfield, 
picking up intensity as it went with winds 
as high as 160 miles per hour, said Ray We- 
ber, a West Springfield resident and Western 
Massachusetts Skywarn  coordinator/vol- 
unteer damage assessor with the National 
Weather Service. 

Safety was a top priority for Chicopee 
Comprehensive High School boys’ volley-

during the cleanup for safety reasons. 

Despite the damage, Hurley said Robin- 
son State Park Day (scheduled for Satur- 
day, June 18) will go ahead as planned. 

“As sad as it is, this view of a ‘natu- 
ral disturbance’ to the forest is of educa- 
tional value and will be obvious to those 
who attend the event,” she said. “Nature 
does this in forests; it does swoop down 
and break off some trees. It opens the 
forest and creates a new kind of habitat 
for wildlife. When humans clear a for- 
est, they argue that they are doing what 
nature does anyway... [As a result, we] 
are going to leave those standing snags in 
the park, which will provide habitat for 
birds and insects. They’re not going to be 
cut down to make it look pretty because 
this is what nature does and our park is a 
natural park.” 


ball coach Al Dobson, who said the term 
“chaos” was a prevailing theme during the 
tornado, especially when he was forced to 
make a tough decision. 

Poised to have his team make the 10-min- 
ute drive from the high school to Holyoke 
Community College for the Western Mass. 
finals against Agawam, he put his team on 
the bus following the conclusion of a thun- 
derstorm. 

“Once we got on the road, one of the kids’ 
parents called,’ said Dobson. “He handed 
me the phone and his mother told me a tor- 
nado had touched down right where we were 
headed.” 

He said at that point, his job was clear. 

“T told the driver to turn the bus around 
and take us right back to the high school,” 
said Dobson. 

Dobson said the finals were important and 
Agawam had already arrived. 

“T had to think of the safety of the stu- 
dents,” said Dobson, who made the decision 
less than an hour before the scheduled 7 p.m. 
start. “But the first tornado touched down a 
few hours ago. It should have been called 
off then. I should not have had to make that 
decision.” 

In Westfield, one resident saw nearly ev- 
ery tree in his yard fall. He had a part of his 
house destroyed, and one tree sliced his pool 
lining in half. 
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A number of trees at Robinson State Park were “topped” last Wednesday 
when a tornado passed through Western Mass.

“Tt was definitely quite an experience,” 
said John Lanoue of Pontussic Drive in 
Westfield. “We had stuff coming down ev- 
erywhere and anywhere.” 

Lanoue said the tornado ripped right 
through his property and continued on into 
Agawam. Elsewhere in Westfield, the torna- 
do raged on in the neighborhood near Mung- 
er Hill School. Several homes were severely 
damaged or, in some cases, destroyed. 

Munger Hill School saw some roof dam- 
age, but hard work by maintenance staff at 
the school made the necessary repairs in 
time for school to open on Monday morning. 
The school was closed for just two days. 

Westfield Superintendent Shirley Alvira 
praised her staff this week for their hard 
work in relocating classrooms and doing 
other work necessary so the children in the 
school could complete their school year. 

“The staff really stepped up and did an 
outstanding job,” she said. 

Perhaps some of the most devastating 
damage occurred over in Springfield, where 
it was reported Cathedral High School could 
be completely condemned. The school has 
been closed since the tornadoes hit and stu- 
dents were instructed to report to Elms Col- 
lege, which is now closed to regular semes- 
ter classes. 

A large meeting was held on Monday 
to discuss the situation with students. The 
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school website says no students are allowed 
on the property. 

Since the incident, the generosity of local 
communities and the resolve of the various 
cities and towns affected by the tornado have 
been widespread. Residents have donated 
various needed materials and helping with 
the cleanups. In addition, city work crews 
have been joined by work crews from across 
the state and even volunteers from neighbor- 
ing Connecticut. 

Towns unaffected by the storms such as 
Southwick, Holyoke, and Northampton, 
have seen volunteers and local community 
service groups lend a hand in recent days. 
Volunteer emergency personnel were also 
at the ready to assist with injuries and other 
storm-related issues. 

The cleanup continues today in various areas 
of the region. Anyone looking to help should 
contact their local American Red Cross. 

The last tornado hit the region in 1979, 
though a small microburst reportedly came 
through Agawam in 2006, ripping through a 
small section of town near the Connecticut 
River. No houses were destroyed in the inci- 
dent, but several trees came down, cleaning 
out a huge section of the area around River 
Road.

y house was spared, but my town 
was not.

Not half an hour after I got off the phone 
with my mom, it started to rain. Hard. Golf 
ball-sized hail fell from the sky, pelting the 
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roof and my car. All I could hear was the 
“ping” of hail bouncing off of everything. 
I'd never seen a hailstorm quite like that, 
so I did what any reporter would do in that 
situation: I grabbed my camera to shoot a 
few photos. 

When I heard that a tornado had touched 
down in Springfield and moved though Wil- 
braham, I ran downstairs to see my neigh- 
bors, Jaimie and Brian. We were planning 
to head to the basement if the weather got 
too bad, but almost as suddenly as it start- 
ed, the hailstorm stopped. The air around 
us all but stilled and we waited. 

Above our house, which is nestled at 
the bottom of a huge, wooded hill by the 
Palmer border in Monson, we saw dark 
clouds swirling ominously in the distance, 
far enough away that we were protected 
from harm, but too close for comfort. 

We knew shortly after from the sounds 
of the police scanner that something bad 
had happened within a few miles of our 
house. Words like “catastrophic” and 
“heavy damage” leapt out at us as, in the 
distance, sirens started wailing. As soon as 
it appeared safe, Jaimie and I jumped in 
her car, heading towards the center of town 
see what help we could offer. 

Downtown Monson looked like a war 
zone and smelled like smoke. The whole 


sight was too surreal to comprehend, and 
even now that I’ve come to accept the dam- 
age, I still can’t quite believe it’s real. Our 
quaint, picturesque Monson, which once 
could have been the subject of a Norman 
Rockwell painting, was in shambles, rav- 
aged by Mother Nature’s fury. 

We didn’t stay long — another storm was 
reportedly on its way — but we left know- 
ing with absolute certainty that our town 
was forever, and inexplicably changed. 

The next day, I returned to the ravaged 
downtown area armed with a camera and a 
notebook intent on capturing our changed 
face for posterity. Monson is an historical 
town and whether we like it or not, this is 
another piece of our history; we need to 
remember it. 

I spent hours walking the neighborhoods 
of Washington and State streets, Stewart 
Avenue and Bethany Road, areas I knew 
well from walking with my boyfriend 
and his dog recently. Nothing looked the 
same. 

The police department and town office 
building — both places I frequented almost 
daily as the local news reporter — took a 
beating in the storm; the building housing 
both was condemned. The steeple on First 
Church of Monson — whose clock always 
kept me on time for meetings with local 
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department heads — was strewn across the 
front lawn, a gaping hole in the side of the 
building where it used to be. That image is 
forever etched into my brain. 

Despite the tragedy, however, I’ve no- 
ticed that Monson has stayed true to its 
small-town nature. Residents, even those 
who lost everything in the tornado, have 
banded together to help each other. Volun- 
teers have gathered clothing, food/water 
and monetary donations, most of which 
were dropped off at First Church of Mon- 
son, which though damaged, opened its 
doors to the community. 

You never think it’s going to happen 
to you. This sort of destruction is usually 
reserved for our television screens, some- 
thing that happens elsewhere, not in Mas- 
sachusetts. We’ve gone from being a small, 
overlooked community to “that town where 
the tornado hit,” as my friends from Lowell 
have described it. 

Id prefer to think of it as the town that 
withstood Mother Nature’s wrath. After 
all, here in Monson, we’re nothing if not 
resilient.

ting to the location,” Doyle said, adding once 
they were there, they were stuck until more 
cleanup took place. 

The day following the twister, the ARRL 
issued this statement on its website (www. 
arrl.org): “The National Weather Service 
in Taunton, Massachusetts — which serves 
most of Massachusetts, including Boston, as 
well as Rhode Island and most of Connecticut 
— is working with Amateur Radio Skywarn 
operators from Western Massachusetts.” The 
Skywarn volunteer program has trained se- 
vere weather spotters who help keep their 
local communities safe by providing timely 
and accurate reports of severe weather to the 
National Weather Service (NWS). 

While several ham operators assisted the 
NWS in providing damage surveys, others 
in Connecticut and Massachusetts conduct- 
ed Skywarn nets, providing timely reports 
to the National Weather Service offices in 
Taunton and Albany, N.Y., which covers 
Berkshire County in Massachusetts and Li- 
tchfield County in Connecticut. 

Macedo said that the ARRL Western 
Massachusetts Section — which includes 
Worcester, Hampden, Hampshire, Franklin 
and Berkshire counties — was severely im- 
pacted by the storm.

According to the Storm Prediction Cen- 
ter in Norman, Okla., Massachusetts hasn’t 
experienced a tornado since 2008. The last 
killer tornado in Massachusetts was on May 
29, 1995, when three people died in Great 
Barrington. The state’s deadliest recorded 
tornado on June 9, 1953, killed 94 people in 
the Worcester area.

avoid parking fees for the park. 

Cichetti made a motion immediately after 
the start of the discussion to amend the or- 
dinance to only be in effect from April 1 to 
Nov. |, during the park’s operating season. 

Both the amended motion and the or- 
dinance were passed unanimously. Both 
Councilors Robert Rossi and Dennis Perry 
endorsed the ordinance, which will go in to 
effect for the rest of the Six Flags season. 
Cichetti said his committee does plan to con- 
tinue looking at the various parking issues 
near Six Flags, but hopes this new ordinance 
will give the residents of the area some re- 
lief. 

The parking ban would limit on-street 
parking to residents only of Kanawha. 


Ruskin, Sunnyslope, Woodcliff, Riverview, 
and Veranda avenues, and Mark Drive. The 
ordinance would allow the Agawam Police 
Department to ticket all other drivers who at- 
tempt to park for free on the side street. 

Cichetti said the safety problem on 
the side streets is at the point where 
two-way traffic cannot get through the 
street. One resident was even blocked 
out of her driveway on Mark Drive. 
The council also passed the Capital Improve- 
ment Budget, a “wishlist” of sorts. The plan 
includes capital items the town would like 
to do in the next fiscal year, including the 
junior high school roof.

He praised several town departments, 
including police, fire, public works, 
emergency management, and the mayor’s 
office for their roles in keeping residents 
safe before, during, and after the storm, 
and helping to clear the roads and make 
all roads passable a day after the storm 
hit. 

“We estimate that 29 different streets 
in town had suffered some kind of dam- 
age or downed trees,” said Cohen. “They 
were all passable on Thursday morning.” 

Cohen said Monday morning he met 
with congressional representation and of- 
ficials from the Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) and the Massa- 
chusetts Emergency Management Agency 
(MEMA). The latter has a regional office 
right in Agawam. Officials from both the 
state and federal agencies will continue 
to assess damages in town this week and 
encourage residents to contact FEMA for 
details on how they can receive assistance 
for their damages. 

DPW crews will clean debris left along 
the streets but will not perform work on 
individual properties. They are working 
with tree service companies to help in the 
cleanup. 

No one was killed in Agawam during 
the tornadoes, but one teenager was re- 
portedly struck by lightning. That indi- 
vidual, who was not identified, is okay 
and was back in school the following day, 
Cohen said. 
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A row of spruce trees on North Westfield Street toppled like dominoes.

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Tips for Parents Helping Children Cope after a Tornado 


Addressing the psychological 


casualties of a disaster 


SPRINGFIELD — Whoever thought less than two weeks af- 
ter seeing horrifying scenes of total devastation in Joplin, Mo., 
where a deadly tornado ripped through the town, western Mas- 
sachusetts residents would be viewing their own scenes of de- 
struction after a rare tornado struck the area on the afternoon of 
Wednesday, June 1. 

While children are generally more resilient than adults, scenes 
of houses and buildings destroyed with wreckage of smashed 
cars and debris filling the streets can be quite disturbing, noted 
Dr. Barry Sarvet, chief of Child Psychiatry and vice chair of the 
Department of Psychiatry for Baystate Medical Center. 

“For most children, how a parent responds to the tornado will 
significantly impact their response. If youngsters see fear and 
anxiety in their parents who are having trouble coping with the 
disaster, then it will likely be harder for them to cope, as well,” 
said Dr. Sarvet. 

According to the Baystate Medical Center child psychiatrist, 
how children respond will also be determined by how close they 
were to the tragedy. 

“Tf their own home or that of a family member was damaged 
or destroyed, the potential is greater for them to be traumatized 
to a more significant degree than those who witnessed the trag- 
edy on television, saw photographs in a newspaper, or heard 
about it from friends,” said Dr. Sarvet. 

“Also, if there is already significant levels of stress and chaos 
in a family on top 

of the disaster, then they may be more likely to suffer from 
post-traumatic stress disorder,” he added. 

According to Baystate Children’s Hospital and the National 
Child Traumatic Stress Network (NCTSN), parents should be 
prepared for the following common 

reactions by children to the recent tornadoes that touched 
down in the area: 

Feelings of insecurity, unfairness, anxiety, fear, anger, sad- 
ness, despair, and worries about the future; fear that another 
tornado will occur; disruptive behaviors, irritability, temper 
tantrums, agitation, or hyperactivity; clinging/dependent be- 
haviors or avoidant and phobic symptoms; physical symptoms 
such as stomachaches, headaches, loss of appetite, nightmares, 


or sleep problems; increased concern regarding the safety of 
family members and friends; school-based problems, including 
decreased motivation and school performance. 

Adolescents may differ from younger children in how they 
respond, including 

exhibiting risky behavior, social withdrawal, anger and irrita- 
bility or conflict with authority. 

The NCTSN suggests that parents spend time talking to their 
children, letting them know that it is okay to ask questions and 
to share their worries. Although it may be hard finding time 
to have these important conversations, parents can use regu- 
lar family mealtimes or bedtimes to talk. Issues may come up 
more than once and parents should remain patient and open to 
answering questions and clarifying the situation. They can let 
children know, without overwhelming them with information, 
what is happening in their family, with their school and in the 
community. 

Parents should answer questions briefly and honestly and ask 
their children for their opinions and ideas. 

Maintaining routines for children is also important during 
times of chaos and change, noted Dr. Sarvet, who also suggested 
that parents limit their child‘s media exposure to graphic images 
and descriptions of destruction, including those on radio, televi- 
sion, the Internet, and in the newspaper. 

It is well-known that children recover and cope better when 
they feel that they are helping, and psychologist David Cates, 
PhD, director, Behavioral Health, Baystate Medical Center, said 
he is “a big fan of teaching children the importance of helping 
others. 

“Allowing a child to take some kind of action....to help in the 
clean-up in the wake of the tornado, for example. ...will reduce 
their anxiety and boredom and allow them to regain a sense of 
control over their life,” said Cates. 

“Even if your home wasn’t directly affected by the tornado, 
you can still allow your child to participate by raising money or 
offering food donations for those affected. This is a wonderful 
way of taking feelings of helplessness and fear and turning them 
into positive action where a child feels empowered,” he added. 

Parents whose children are still having nightmares, recur- 
ring thoughts about the tornado, or trouble concentrating 4-6 
weeks after the disaster, may have a clinical disorder related to 
the trauma requiring a call to their primary care physician for a 
referral to a behavioral health professional. 


Staff in the Family Advocacy Center at Baystate Children’s 
Hospital are trained in providing counseling for children who 
have been through traumatic experiences.
